THE HUDSON BAY ROUTE IS 
NOW DEEMED PRACTICABLE 


J. A. J. McKenna Presents Report on the Projected Short Line to Old 


Country Markets for Canadia 


n Wheat. When Raiiway is 


Built 970 Miles Will be Saved in Transportation. 


Ottawa,Sept. —J, A. J. MeKenna, 
of the department of the interior, has 
compiled a report upon the proposed 
route of the Hudson Bay railway and 
navigation of Hudson Bay strait, The 
report shows that the rout is prac- 
ticable. Fort Churehill is a satisfac- 
tory harbor and the contributory 
country ean provide ample business 
for a port. A review has been made 
of all the reports on this subject, 
old and new. The latest report is 
from W. Thibaudeau, who made an 
exploratory survey of the country to 
North Hudson Bay on the supposed 
railway route between Fort Churchill 
and Lepas, where the railway now 
terminates. 

Fort Churchill Safe Port. 

Mr, McKenna comes to the conelu- 
sion from all the material he exam- 
ined that Canada has at Fort Church. 
ill a safe port open for several 
months each year, and a site for a 
city with immense fisheries and large 
business in developing the mineral 
wealth deposited in the neighborhood, 

ibaudeau, in his report, says that 
Fort Churebill can be kept open i 


the year round with ice breakers, An 
ice breaker similar to that now in 
use between Quebee and Levis would 
keep the harbor open the year round. 


Railway Easily Built. 

After ecbvering the route from} 
Churehill to LePas, he says: ‘The 
tota! mileage of the route explored 
is 680 miles, It is estimated that the 
length of the line along the route ex- 
plored would be 474 miles. From the 
exploration [ made of the country a 
good railway can be built at a rea- 
sonable cost almost anywhere close 
to the proposed location. What is 
absolutely necessary is good drainage 
through a eountry having so little 
slope, A railway to Churchill would 
be of the greatest commercial adyant- 
age to the people of the west.” 

Great Saving in Route. 

Mr, Thibaudeau then gives the rea- 
sons, Which are a saving in transpor 
tation of an average of 970 miles from 
the western provinces as against the 
Montreal route. Fifteen cents a et 


on an export of two million bushels 
means a saving of three millions in 
the export of wheat” alone, The 
route would be important for ship- 
ping to Europe and there would be a 
saving of sixty cents a hundred 
pounds on the car. There are valu- 
able water powers along the route.

LUMBER COMBINE PROSECUTIO 


ADJOURNED AT CROWN’S REQUEST 


Deputy Attorney-General Woods Wants Opportunity to Examine Evidence 
Evidence Taken To-day Deals Largely With 


Already Submitted. 


Documents Which Were Not Destroyed by the Defendants. 
Resume on Septembe- 19th. 


Trial Will 


Detendant’s Counsel Defies Crown to 


Demand Documents in Possession of W. H. Clark, the Defendant. 


J. W. MeNicol, Lethbridge, was the 
first witness in the afternoon. He 
is president of the Enterprise Lum- 
ber Co., Lid., which bought out the 
Lethbridge Lumber Co. The largest 
stockholder is the Kast Kotenay 
Lumber Co. He has been four years 
in the lumber business in Lethbridge. 
The old firm was in connection with 
the Western Retuilers’ association 
As an employee of the Lethbridge Co. 
he attended the meetings of the West- 
ern association, 

Witness, like other defendants and 
secretaries, had been careful to have 
a cleaning up avout June whereby all 
papers relating to the company’s bus- 
mess had been burned and conse- 
quently he had no documents to sub- 
the 


mit to the court in answer to 
subpoena, 
Mr. Woods wanted witness to ex- 


nlain the workings of the old assocta- 


tion. Mr, Bennett held this had no 
connection with the Alberta associa- 
tion, but Mr. Woods submitted that 


a similar procedure had been allowed 
in the famous plumbers’ case in To- 
ronto, where the investigation went 
back to the old organization which 
had been superceded by an incorpor- 
ated computty as in this case, 

Witness stated he had no recollec- 
tion exeept that the Lethbridge com 
pany asked permission to open a yard 
at Taber three years ago, He under- 
stood this had to be dons before a 
yard could be opened, He was re- 
fused, but opened the yard all the 
same. 


Appointed a Director. 

He was appointed a director of the 
Alberta association at the organiza 
tion meeting at Calgary. His duties 
were to get all the dealers in his dis- 
trict into the association. He went 
on missionary trips at $5 a day plus 
railrond fare, to other districts to 
complete the organization. 

“Your object in organizing districts 
would be to get them to gell at a 
stable priee, would it not?” 

“Not exactly. There are other mat- 
ters, such as grading, granting credits 


and in maintaining uniformity —of 
prices.” 

‘Are prices stable and uniform?” 

“No. They are not co in Taber, I 
eut myself at Taber.” 

Witness stated that the general cus- 
tom of the association was to add 20 
per cent, on all prices quoted f.o,b. 
at the point of delivery; that is, 20 
per cent. was added to the net cost, 
Freight was part of the cost to the 
re rs, The members of the as- 
sociation did*not cut below this if 


they could. help it. 

Witness stated that it was his duty 
to get the dealers who were not mem- 
bers of the association to work in har- 
mony with the association, The as- 
sociation was opposed to selling to 
consumers 

“What would you do if a mill sold 


to a consumer or contractor?” 

“The Enterprise Co. would not buy 
from such a mill.” 

“When the <Alverta association 
meets are prices discussed by the 
members?” 

“No. I don’t know what prices are 


outside my own district. It is a mat- 
ter of honor to stick to a uniform 
price.”’ 

Witness admitted that the breaking 


of prices would constitute a com- 
plaint. He said he never complain 
ed through the association. 


Helped Draft Constitution, 
Witness was one of the committee 
that drafted the constitution of the 
Alberta Retail Lumber Dealers’ as- 
sociation in Calgary when that body 
was formed, Mr. Woods read trom 
the preamble containing the declara- 


tion of purpose of the association in 
order to have witness explain *ts 
language, Mr. Bennett objected to 
this inquiry. Witness said that he 
would construe its intent to gather 
information to prevent millmen. sell- 


ing to the consumer and anyone who 
had not a retail lumber yard were he 
a consumer or net, Eligibility to 
membership depended upon having a 
loygitinvate lumber yard or showed 
evident intention to have one, The 
local directors admitted applicants to 
membership subject to the approval 
of the general board of directors, 


“That is the way it woald work 
out,” said Mr, MeNicol. 
Witness remembered the Elk com- 


pany belng brought to task for selling 
to contractors, notably Roney & Od- 
mark, at the instanee of the Alberta 
association. Mr. Woods read the res- 
olution adopted at the Edmonton 
meeting whereby the members of the 
association pledged itself to buy no 
lumber from any mill that would 
persist through ignorance of any 
cause to continue to ship to others 
than legitimate dealers as set forth 
in the bylawa and the terms of the 
resolution concerned. Witness said 
he would do that. Every member of 
the association would do likewise 
though there was no actual pledge 
binding the association as a body. In 
their own best interests the retailers 
would not buy from a mill that was 
cutting into their business, Hence 
the resolution could be earried out 
against the mills. 

“Was it to carry out this object of 
the association to get the Mountain 
millers to recognize it that you sent 
Mr. Becker to the Mountain 
association?”

alty strong enough to open a yard or 
net though afterwards it developed 
that Roney & Odmark obtained fum- 
ber, 

Witness stated he had refused the 
application of Roney & Odmark be- 
cause they had no yard, no finaneial 
Standing. He got his information 
froyn the creditors of Mr, Roney. 
Their application was returned to 
them and they wever applied again.

retary Wells that Hoagland was 
slaughtering lumber.

Mr. Wt. J Helliwell, Edinonton,was 
recalhd.

Witness identified all the letters, 
among which was a second-hand in- 
vitation to Mr. Helliwell to attend 
a meeting of the Mountain Millers’ 
association. 

A letter was read from Secretary 
Grogan to the witness stating that he 
(Grogan) was cognizant of the fact 
that witness was appointed secretary 
of the business end of the Alberta as 


sociation in Edmonton and request- 
ing Mr. Helliwell to go east on the 
C. N. RR, and organize the lumber 


dealers and get them into the assoei- 
ation. The letter stated that all ex 
penses would be paid, 

Witness admitted he went down, 
pursuant to the request in Grogan’s 
letter, but yet denied he was acting 
for the Alberta association or that 
there was any connection between the 
Edmonton dealers and the larger as- 
sociation, 

Mr. Woods then read from the min- 
utes of the loeal dealers’ association 
where a minute was found in which 
the thanks of the Alberta Retail Lum 
ber Dealers’ association were convey- 


ed to the Edmenton dealers for ti 
services in organizing the eastern 
part of the provinee and in whieh 


the Edmonton dealers were welcomed 
into the Alberta association, 


Evidence of Organization. 


Mr. Woods read from Mr, Helli- 
vell’s report of his organizing trip to 
Mr. Grogan, As a resuit of this trip 
nearly all the dealers joined and 
list was sent to Mr, Grogan for the 
benefit, as the report explicitly stat- 
ed, of the manufacturers in Britiah 
Cohun dia 

Some of the letters in Mr. Helli- 
well’s papers were on letter paper of 
the Albeita Retail Lumber Dealers’ 
association whieh Grogan sent him, 


Witness stated that the object of 
the local Edmonton association was 
to maintain stable and uniform pric.

FEAR OF THE PLAGUE 


Will Cause All Ships From ’Frisco To 
Be Quarantined at Coast. 


Victoria, Sept, 9.—Dr. A. T. Watt. 
superintendent of quarantine at Wil 
liam Head, has ordered the fumiga- 
tion of all steamers and vessels ar- 
rrving from San Francisco for this 
part and Vancouver, owing to the pre- 
sence of bubonic plague at San Fran- 
cisco The passengers steamers of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
will be fumigated before leaving for 
San Francisco and on arrival inward 
will proceed to the quarantine station 
instead of coming direct to the outer 
dock as at present. The quarantine 
officials will board the steamers at 
William Head and inspect all passe- 
gers, 

All steamers from San Francise9 
mooring «at local wharves will be 
obliged to use funnels for the purpose 
of preventing rats leaving by way of 
the hawsers, and the gangways will 
also be watched for the prevention of 
the landing of rats. . 

Not only will the passenger steamers 
be inspected, but ail colliers engaged 
in earrying coal will have to pass 
quarantine when coming from San 
Francisco. - Sailing .vessels also will 
be inspected, in fact all shipping from 
the Golden Gate will have to pass 
qharantine, '

NEW BUILDING PRINCIPLE, 


Discovered by Dr, Graharn Bell May 
Revolutionize Building. 


Sydney, N.S.. Sept. 9,—‘‘I am very 
glad to welcome you here on what J 
believe to be an historical occasion, 
the introduction of a new species of 
architecture, unique in itself and in 
application.” 

In these words Dr. Alex. Graham 
tell, inventor of the telephone, wel+ 
comed some 200 people who had 
gathered at his summer residence near 
Baddeck. 

Dr, Bell has erected a tower built 
on Tetrahedral principlie, the first in 
the world, The principle was dis- 
covered by Dr, Bell while experiment- 
ing with kites. He believes he has 
gotten the solution of the building 
problem—maximum strength = with 
minimum weight, 

He used tretrahedal cells in kites 
and is now preparing to build a fly- 
ing machine on that principle.

To Ignore Arbitrators’ Award. 
The committee appointed to  con- 
sider the decision of the arbitrators 
in the claim of Beaton & Mallett, the 
contractors on-the Tsolation Hospital. 


recommended a settiement at $400 
without prejudice, and in the event of 
this being refused to fight the award 
of the arbitrators. The committee’s 
report was as follows: 

“We, your special committee— 
Aldermen Picard, Walker and Gariepy 
—appointed to consider the arbitra- 
tion award to Beaton & Mallett re the 
Isolation Hospital contract, beg to 
advise you that we met and fully 
discussed this question in company 
with the commissioners and the city 
solicitor. As a result of this con- 
sideration we are of opinion that 
owing to certain irregularities in the 
arbitration proceedings the city is not 
bound to accept their decision and 
may dispute same with reasonable 
assurance of success, We are of 
opinien. however, that a reasonable 
compromise might be offered by the 
city and would recommend that an 
offer of settlement be submitted to 
Messrs. Beaton & Mallett, or their 
legal advisors, without prejudice to 
our contentions, This offer of settle- 
ment should not exceed the payment 
of $400 on account of alleged damages 
and one-half of the cost of arbitra~ 
tion. 

“We would further recommend that 
in the event of this offer being  re- 
fused the su mof $400 should be paid 
into. court. and action taken) by the 
City Solicgitor to defend the city’s in- 
terests and deny all tiability by the 
city. 

“Under article 3 of the contract- 
agreement, in the event of arbitration 
pwoceedings being undertaken, the 
liability of each party for costs in 
connection ;with an arbitration is 
definitely fixed at one-half, and we 
have considered that the city cannot 
he held legally responsible for more. 
This would embrace a payment of $35 
to Mr. W. Stewart Campbell and 
$17.50 to Mr. E, E. Ingle, which 
liability might be discharged at any 
time, in settlement for services ren- 
deved to the city.” 

“What are the irregularities men- 
tioned?” asked Alderman Daly. 

“Would it be wise to ask and thus 
disclose the city’s hand to the 
enemy?”’ he was asked in return. 

Alderman Daly did not insist on an 
clucidation of the irregularities alleg- 
ed and the report was adopted.

The Sphere‘of London, in a current 
number, publishes an illustrated ar- 
ticle upon the premiers of the prairie 
provinces, which is here reproduced: 

Almost unnoticed there visited Lon- 
don the other day a prime minister. 
The fact that he was almost unnotic- 
ed was really very creditable to him 
-to his modesty and silence—and 
was also salutary for his digestion 
and peace of mind, But it is as well 
to know that he was here and to see 
his portrait, for he presides over the 
destinies of a countgy larger than 
France—the prairie province of Al- 
berta, Alberta, which was proclaim. 
ed as a province on September 1, 1905, 
being carved out of the Northwest 
‘Territories, covers an area of 225,000 
miles, so that it is nearly twice the 
size of the United Kingdom and Ire- 
land. A few years ago Alberta was 
one of the wild western territories, 
reckoned almost good tor nothing but 
cattle ranching in the south and iur 
hunting in the north, Less than two 
years ago Alberta was promoted into 
the ranks of the self-governing pro- 
vinces of the Canadian federation, 
and Mr, A. C,. Rutherford was called 
on to form its first cabinet. 

He Was Wanted. 

The appointment was necessarily 
provisional, but in the general elec- 
tion that followed the people of the 
new province promptly and emphati- 
cally endorsed the choice of their 
equally new lieutenant governor. 

The Albertan Legislature consists of 
twenty-five members, and all but two 


flare followers of Mr. Rutherford and 


his Liberal administration, The elec: 
tions in the mother country a few 
months later gave the Liberals a tre- 
mendous majority; but if Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman had had Mr, 
Rutherford’s luck he would now have

Prairie Provinces 


Mr. Rutherford practised law at 
Ottawa, the federal capital, from 1885 
to 1895, then went west and settled 
at Strathcona, the town just acros 
the river from Edmonton, and seven 
years later was elected to the half- 
fledged Legislature of the territories. 
He was Deputy Speaker oi that body 
when cafied to his present post of 
honor, 

Our Premier's Message. 

In answer to a question whether he 
has any message to the people of this 
country to accompany his likeness, 
Mr, Rutherford simply writes: 

“We are loyal in Alberta to the Em- 
pire, and we are desirous of obtain 
ing settlers from the old country, es- 
pecially men who will locate on farms, 
such settlers shonld do well here. 
The province is in a. flourishing con- 
dition, the people are prosperous, 
there is a very large tmmigration, 
especially from the old provinces of 
Canada, the United States and 
British Isles.” 

Premier of Saskatchewan. 

Alberta’s twin sister province, Sas- 
katchewan, also has a Canadian Scot 
for Prime Minister. Mr, Walter Scott 
was born in Ontario less than thirty- 
nine years ago, At the age of seven- 
teen he started work as a printer on 
The Manitoba Liberal, and a few 
years later he was helping in the same 
capacity to produce the Leader at Re- 
gna, then the seat of government for 
the Territories in general, and now 
the capital of Saskatchewan province. 
Like Mr, Rutheriord, Mr. Scott rules 
a great and rich domain, which ie 
drawing in a human tide of immigra 
tion as a dry sponge draws in water, 
and could go on absorb ng men and 
women by tens of thousands for a 
century without becoming more than 
sparsely peopled. Saskatchewan, which 
was proclaimed a province on Septem- 
ber 4, 1905, being also part of the 
Northwest Territories, is about the 
same size as Alberta, but it bas a 
somewhat larger population,

President Hays and General Manager 
Morse will Make Tour of Inspec- 
tion Over Line. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 10.—President Charles 
M. Hays, of the Grand Trunk railway, 
is due to arrive in the city on Friday, 
September 13, on his way west on the 
annual trip of inspection in connection 
with the year’s work on the road in the 
west. He will be accompanied by a par- 
ty of railway men and with General 
Manager Morse will proceed west immed- 
iately to ascertain what progress has 
been made in the great tosk of construc- 
tion. 

The inspection trip which is to be 
made this year will be the most tho- 
rough which has yet taken place. At 
all the points along the whole route be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton where 
the laying of the grade and steel has 
been in progress, visits will be made by 
the officials. Besides the work of inves- 
tigating tae progress of the season's 
work, it is also more than likely that the 
attention of Mr. Hays will be dewoted 
to a number of other matters in con- 
nection with the road. Among these 
will no doubt be the question of immed- 
iate construction and development of 
Grand Trunk interests in the province 
of British Columbia. The company is 
now ready to let the contract for the last 
section of the line across the mountains 
as soon as contractors can be found to 
take the work with any assurance of a 
timely delivery. Mr.. Morse, however, 
has intimated that the management was 
not sanguine that under the existing 
circumstances it would be possible to 
get any certainty of speedy construction, 
The trouble, as has been stated before, 
lies in the ‘fact that all the Canadian 
contractors are deluged with all the rail- 
way construction work which they can 
possibly “handle, while the practically 
prohibitive outfits prevente contractors 
from across the line engaging in the 
work, 

Extension in B. C, 

Another matter which will doubtless 
occupy the attention of the inspecting 
party will be the matter of further de- 
velopment in the coast province after 
the main line has been completed. Ru- 
mor is current that it is the intention 
to have a line from Prince Rupert to 
Vancouver, but it is practically certain 
that nothing definite can be done in 
this regard until the main line is com- 
pleted. 

The inspection party will probably 
take a month or six weeks on the trip. 
An extended journey through the nor- 
thern portion of British Columbia js 
contemplated, and if a trip is made 
over the line of survey, the time will 
even be longer, 


POPULAR PRIEST 
DIES IN MONTREAL 


Descendent of the Glenaladales And 
Clauranalds Dies in Montreal at 
Advanced Age.

Montreal, Sept. 9.—Rev. Father Mac- 
Vonaid, 8, J. pastor of the church of the 
immaculate Conception, was born im 
Bermuda, May 11, 1840. He was the son 
of Koderick Charles Macdonald, lieuten- 
Ont-colonel of the Castle of ‘lioram 
Kegiment of Highlanders, P.E.I., chiet 
of the Highland Society of Nova Scotia. 
‘Phe deceased’ Jesuit was consequentiy 
the grandson of Colonel John Macdon- 
aid, representative of the Ulenaladaie 
branch of the great Clan Kanald who 
G@isposed of his estates in Scotland ana 
emigrated to Prince Edward Island with 
fig deponents, in 1773, Wather Mac- 
donald’s mother was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Alexander Ranaldson, Macdonell, 18th 
chief of Glengarry. 

At the age of eight he was sent to Eng- 
land and began his studies at St. Mary’s 
Academy, Richmond-on-the-Thames, He 
spent the years 1861-62 in Kdinburgh 
and London, qualifying for the civil ser- 
vice, for which his family destined 
him, Sut he returned subsequently to 
Canada and began the study of medicine 
at McGill, At the close of his university 
course he entered the Jesuit Order, and 
taught and studied successively at Ford- 
ham, N.Y., St. Mary’s College, Montrea! 
and Woodstock, Maryland. ‘he young 
Jesuit was raised to the priesthood in 
1872 in Baltithore by the Bishop ot 
Wilmington, and exercised the minis- 
try during the past thirty-five years 
in Montreal; Brandon, Man. 
Marie, Garden River, and other Jesuit 
Missions, 

To the end Father Macdonald was a 
courtly old gentleman, possessing a kind 
heart and all the graces of conversation 
and manner which came to him from a 
Jong and distinguished line of Scottish 
ancestors, ‘lhe deceased was a cousin 
of Bir William Macdonald, of this city; 
he is also survived by a sister, who is 
the lady superior in an Australian con- 
vent.

New York, Sept. 9—The World says: 
John D, Rockefeller, on whose oil 
cant ee et United States govern- 
ment has laid a penalty of over $29,- 
00,000 for violations of the ye 
against rebates, has given up to the 
present time, $102,000,000 for “public 
good’’—to churches, schools, hospitals 
asylums and missions, 

In an address gome years ago before 
a Cleveland religious gathering Rocke- 
feller said he had always followed 
the scripture rule adopted by him of 
giving one-tenth of his earnings to 
charity, Accepting this statement as 
true, it follows from a simple mathe- 
matical @aleulation, that the vil king 
bas made during his business career 
it least a billion dollars, so as to 
have given away $102,000,000, unless 
in an excess of zeal for the public 
mee he has trespassed on his capi- 
al. 

It is the general testimony of those 
who have been brought into close 
contact with Mr. Rockefeller that he 
has likewise followed, more closely 
than the ordinary publie benefactor, 
that other seripture maxim in regard 
to the right and left hand in the act 
of giving. He has never, so far as 
known, handed out a list of donations, 
although it is said that such a list 
has been compiled by one of hig see- 
retaries. Personal gilts and annuities 
and strictly private charities do not 
appear on this hist notwithstanding 
they are said to have absorbed in the 
aggregate about $10,000,000 of the 
Rockefeller accumulations. 

An Easy Mark. 


Rockefeller’s reputation among pro 
fessional’ gift-hunters' is that of an 
“easy mark,” that is, if approached 
eautiously and yet frankly and plaus 
ibly through properly accredited chan- 
nels he gives up generously and much 
more than Carnegie, Mr. Rockefeller, 
says his friends, is not a man of the 
world in the ordinary sense of the 
term, Until ten or a dozen years ago 
he was so engrossed in the develop- 
ment of the oil industry that he knew 
little of what was going on. He at- 
tended church and devoted himself to 
business, and that was about as far 
as he went. 

Although he has been compelled to 
take more leisure in the last ten 
years, on account of his health, and 
consequently has been drawn into oth- 
er spheres of experience and observa- 
tion whereby he has grown interested 
in the general subject of secular as 
well as religious education, he has 
never crossed the threshold of art. of 
literature or science. Hence, the lim- 
ited primary scope of his colossal 
gifts, From this it is to expected hits 
interest in the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, which was ori- 
ginally aroused, however, by a misfor- 
tune in his own immediate family, 
and not, it is said, by general consid- 
eration for humanity at large.

Railway Building Started. 

Railway building has actually com- 
menced at the mouth of Copper Riv- 
er, on what is now called the Kitmat 
branch of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
The object of starting af this. point 
is to earn a cash subsidy of $5,000 a 
mile which was voted by the provin- 
cial legislature, on condition that 
$100,000 shall have been spent on 
actual construction work before the 
end of the vear, This branch may 
become part of the main line, which 
would considerably shorten the dis- 
tance, if grades can be made satisfac 
tory. Ninety men, with horses, sup- 
plies and railway building plant, 
were unloaded at Port Essington on 
August 13, and from there went up 
the Skeena river on the steamer 
Northwest. The mouth of the Copper 
Mine river is four miles below the Kil- 
solas canyon, and the country be- 
tween it and Prince Rupert is known 
to be rich in coal and minerals, 


Building Operations, 


This is not the time for those with- 
out means to go to Prince Rupert, as 
there is very little work being done 
there, Men are on the ground to do 
what work there is.

HINDUS TREATED 
WITH BRUTALITY 


Inoffensive Foreigners 
Bellingham Mob—Their Small 


Belongings Burned. 


Vancouver, Sept. 10,—According to 
& passenger who arrived in Vancouver 
this morning from Bellingham, Wash- 
ington, even more serious offences 
were committed against the Hindus 
in that city than the dispatches re- 
lated. Heé declares that in dddition 
to foréing the East Indians to leave 
the city, beating them, dragging them 
trom their beds, etc,, the enraged mob 
burned the entire effects of many of 
the ignorant foreigners, who were ap- 
parently perfectly dazed and mysti* 
fied by the onslaught, unaware of 
their offence, and who piteously beg- 
ged for mercy as their pursuers fore- 
ed them to leave their lodgings. 

It is also stated on the same author- 
ity that the charges against the Hin- 
dus were mainly unfounded, particu- 
larly the accusation that they insult- 
ed women and forced them from the 
sidewalks, One of the men accused of 
this was dragged from his bunk, and 
while beaten and forced to leave, clad 
only in a blanket, his tormentors set 
fire to his bunkhouse and all of his 
belongings, treating numerous others 
in the gathe way. 

“It is nonsense,” declared the pas- 
senger referred to, ‘to expect people 
to believe that these Hindu: would 
try to insult of injure any one. They 
are the meekest creatures alive, and 
although I have seen much of them 
in various places, | have yet to wit- 
ness an incident anything like it is 
alleged happened in Bellingham. 
Hindus, Were Inoffensive. 


“Furthermore, I did not find any 
one in Bellingham who was willing 
to claim he fitd seen anything of the 
sort. It was therely rumor, caused by 
feeling against the Hindus, who were 
believed to have crowded out white 
men in the labor market there, The 
only trouble with them is that they 
are not gifted with the best of reason- 
ing powers, and instead of realizing 
that the influx of so many of their 
people into Bellingham would create 
trouble, and even leave many of 
them idle, théy flock into the place 
by the hundred just because they hear 
they can get good wages there, failing 
to see that an overplus of supply is 
bound to spoil the demand, 

“T understand the police are to take 
action to see that such: scenes are not 
repeated, and that the trouble is set- 
tled in a civilized and humane fash- 
ion.” 

The exodus of Hindus from Belling- 
ham continues to-day. All the tur- 
baned men are leaving the city and 
they declare that no more of their 
race will ever visit the place again— 
they will cut it from their calling 
list. 

Twenty are to leave to-night for 
Oakland, where they will work in the 
market gardens and _ fields, having 
been hired at Bellingham for that 
purpose, Over one hundred are leav- 
ing for Vancouyer to-day. There were 
no disturbances last night or to-day.

Vancouver, Sept. 10.—The log pro- 
duction of the British Columbia coast 
fell off thirteen million feet during 
the month of Atigust as compared 
with July, according to figures fur- 
nished by Mr. Andrew Haslam, super- 
visor of log-sealers. The reduction of 
output was caused by a number of 
reasons, chief among whieh was the 
poor demand for anything but num- 
ber one timber, 

The August returns show that the 
cut of timber duting that month was 
41,175,201 feet. During July the cut 
was 64,000,000 feet in round numbers. 
During the early part of August a 
number of camps were either shut 
down altogether or else producing less 
than capacity. 

jthe production for August this year 
was however greatly in excess o* that 
of the corresponding month in 1906, 
when but 29,062,730 feet of logs came 
out of the woods. ‘The balance of over 


Christiania, Sept. 10, — Captain
